LIBRARIAN  S  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Salem  Piiblic  Library: 

Gentlemen: — The  third  annual  report  of  the  library, 
showing  its  work  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  13,  1897,  is 
herewith  presented. 

The  Years  Growth:  The  whole  number  of  books  re- 
ported last  year  was  1006.  Since  then  the  total  number 
of  accessions  has  been  1 11,  comprising  80  volumes  ob- 
tained by  purchase  and  3 1  gifts,  making  a  total  now  in 
the  Library  of  1,117,  exclusive  of  Town,  State,  Provin- 
cial Papers  and  Agricultural  Reports  of  which  there  are 
100  bound  volumes  and  as  many  pamphlets. 

The  Years  Circidation:  During  the  year,  6845  volumes 
were  issued  for  home  use,  an  increase  over  the  previous 
year  of  1345.  The  largest  number  issued  in  one  month 
was  753,  in  January,  1897;  the  smallest  number,  427,  in 
July,  1896.  The  largest  number  in  one  day,  185,  Febru- 
ary 13,  1897;  the  smallest  number,  38,  May  30,  1896; 
average  per  day,  131.     Amount  received  for  fines,  $12.55. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  interest  in  the  Library  increases 
each  year;  we  have  valuable  books  of  reference  which 
might  be  of  greater  service  if  the  room  could  be  open 
more  of  the  time,  and  I  would  suggest  that  as  soon  as 
practicable  arrangements  be  made  to  have  the  Library 
open  at  least  two  days  in  each  week.

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trustees'  report. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Salem  Free  PubHc  Library  res- 
pectfully present  their  fourth  annual  report. 

Since  our  last  annual  report,  the  constantly  increasing 
interest  manifested  in  this  Library  has  necessitated  the 
addition  of  several  articles  for  the  convenience  and  com- 
fort of  its  patrons,  such  as  shelves,  lamps,  tables,  etc. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  new  books  have  been 
added  and  it  has  been  the  earnest  endeavor  of  the 
officers  of  this  institution  to  select  such  books  as  in 
their  judgment  would  prove  to  be  elevating  in  moral 
tone,  instructive  and  interesting  to  its  patrons.  The 
growing  interest  manifested  appears  to  prove  that  at 
least,  in  one  particular,  they  have  been  successful. 
During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  arrangements  were 
made  to  supply  patrons  residing  at  the  Depot  village 
and  vicinity,  and  for  several  months,  books  have  been 
carried  once  a  week  to  a  room  in  charge  of  Mr.  Robert 
McDonald,  who  has  distributed  them  at  a  small  expense,  to 
all  who  have  chosen  to  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege. 
Later,  similar  arrangements  were  made  for  the  conven-

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ANNUAL  SCHOOL  REPORT 

BY   THE 

Board  of  Education  of  the  Town  of  Salem,  N.  H. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1897. 


The  School  Board,  having  attended  to  the  varied  duties 
of  their  office  during  the  past  year,  would  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report : 

It  has  been  a  year  of  care  and  work  on  the  part  of  the 
Board,  and  the  teacher,  we  believe,  have  joined  with  us 
in  earnest  efforts  to  bring  up  the  standard  of  our  schools. 
There  has  been  a  widespread  interest  in  the  cause  of 
education  in  the  town.  Pleasure  and  success  have 
crowned  the  labors  of  the  year,  and  we  think  that  it  can 
be  truthfully  said  that  the  interest  of  the  community  in 
the  education  of  its  children  has  been  greater  the  past 
year  than  at  any  time  during  the  last  decade. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  maintained  eleven  schools 
of  thirty-three  weeks,  each  divided  into  three  terms. 

With  Nos.  3  and  lo  having  the  addition  of  the  in- 
terest on  their  funds,  and  No.  two  in  part. 

There  has  been  commendable  success  in  the  study  of 
the  various  branches  pursued.  We  believe  there  has 
been  careful  and  accurate  teaching,  and  all  the  schools 
have  shown  an  excellent  degree  of  advancement. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Board  to  induce  thorough- 
ness  in  the  different  branches,  rather  than  a  superficial 


passing  over  of  a  large  portion  of  the  text  books.  We 
believe  we  have  a  goodly  number  of  pupils  in  the  various 
schools  whose  scholarship  compares  well  with  that  of  any 
other  students  of  the  same  age.  This  success  does  not 
arise  from  any  one  cause,  but  is  the  result  of  several. 

We  close  this  report  by  recommending  to  the  district 
to  build  an  addition  of  fourteen  feet,  full  width,  in  the  rear 
of  No.  lo  schoolhouse  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the 
school  room.

6.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  instruct  the  School 
Board  to  introduce  the  study  of  vocal  music  in  the  Public  Schools  and 
employ  a  teacher  for  the  same,  and  raise  money  therefor. 

7.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  disti-ict  will  vote  to  instruct  the  School 
Board  to  arrange  for  notice  to  be  given  to  schools  in  very  bad  weather,  of 
no  school. 

8.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  build  an  addition  of 
fourteen  feet,  same  width  as  old  house,  in  the  rear  of  No.  10  schoolhouse, 
for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  school  room,  and  raise  money  for  the 
same. 

To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers, 
heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees,  in  relation  to  any  sub- 
jects embraced  in  this  Warrant.
